92, one of 
the rew remaining 
persons who • 
heard Lincoln's Gettysburg address, 
died Monday morning at 9 o’clock 
at the* home of her son antTflaugh- 
ter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. William G. 
Panebaker, Hanover. She had been, 
in declining health for some time. 
Death was due to infirmities. 
Mrs. Panebaker was a daughter 
of the late Gabriel 
and Nancy 
Baughman Meats, and was born May 
18, 1843. She was the last surviving j 
member of the family of ll chil­ 
dren. 
Her father had served dur­ 
ing the War of 1812, and all her I 
brothers fought in the Civil war. 
She remembered well the three-day 
battle at Gettysburg, and kept a 
diary of details of the battle. The 
home in which she and her mother 
were living was raided by southern 
troops 
She also heard Abraham 
Lincoln when he delivered his fa- , 
moas address here, and she was a! 
schoolmate of Jennie Wade, only 
Gettysburg civilian killed during the 
battle.

Panebaker was a former 
school teacher and was census enu­ 
merator in Union township, Adams j 
county, in 1880. 
She was also ac­ 
tive in the work of the church and

to launch the biggest clean-up drive 
here in recent years.

a lonely path near St. Albans 
Hertfordshire. 
He had been shot

But police investigation disclosed 
that they had a strictly home-made 
problem of more serious propor­ 
tions on their hands. 
W a s Ring's “Brains”

he was the “brains” of a highly- 
I organized white slave traffic. 
They found that women entered 
| England with forged passports, or 
on week-end excursions when ne 
passports are needed, 
and 
then 
through tile mediiun of a “bride­ 
groom agent.” they had become 
British subjects and so entitled to 
I remain in England. 
To evade the immigration laws 
agents found 
“five-minute bride- 
j grooms"—picked 
up 
along 
the 
j docks, on the Thames embank- 
I ment or in cheap hotels — who 
would go through 
tile marriage 
i ceremony at a register office, giving 
their names and British citizen- 
i ship to the new arrivals at a price 
| ranging from $25 to $75 a head.

000.000 annually.

in three weeks.

Nowf Scotland Yard is examining 
j registrars' records of marriages for 
several years past in an attempt tc 
ferret out "bogus" marriages link­ 
ed with the illicit traffic. 
They are handicapped, however 
by the fact that numerous “mar­ 
riages of convenience" have taker 
I place in recent years—chiefly be­ 
tween English subjects and refugees 
from Germany and other continen­ 
tal countries seeking sanctuary in 
I England.

Only the father is critically ill. 
He is 40-year-old Edgar Dillon. Phy­ 
sicians said he may recover. 
Scolded by Mother 
Prosecutor Damron said Gladys 
will be charged with murder if bel­ 
father dies. 
The prosecutor said Gladys had 
been denied permission to visit her 
sweetheart and went to the attic of 
lier home, angered after a scolding 
from her mother. 
There, Damron 
quoted her as saying, she reached 
into the poison, dented a handful 
and mixed it into the flour, 
Gladys will be arranged for a pre­ 
liminary 
hearing 
today. 
Dam­ 
ron added he will resist any effort 
to obtain her release on bail. 
He 
added: 
"I don’t know whether the family 
could raise bond or not, but to be 
absolutely certain that Gladys won’t 
run away, I want her kept right in 
jail.”
